The accou n ts w ritten by people who saw th e 
n ew U. S. cru iser New Orlean s pu t in to the water 
at th e Brookly n n av y y ard recen tly all agree on 
th at poin t. Pacifist an d m ilitarist alike con fessed 
to a th rill of ex citem en t at th e mere sight of 
th e great ship. Beau ty an d stren gth , grace an d 
grim men ace ex presses th e m ight an d m ajesty 
of a n ation as few thin gs can . 
Con sid ered pu rely as a spectacle, th e lau n ch ­ 
in g of a warship is on e of th e most strikin g a f­ 
fairs an y gov ern men t can pu t on . 
An d su ch a spectacle, too, is apt to lead a 
th ou ghtfu l m an to mu se on th e u ses of a n av y , 
an d th e od d fate th at atten d s most warships. 
For the y ears of peace are lon ger n owad ay s th an 
th e y ears of war, an d when a n ew warship takes 
th e water th e chan ces are m an y to on e th a t she 
will liv e ou t her career an d ev en tu ally go to th e 
scrapheap withou t on ce m eetin g a ship of h er 
own class in actu al battle. • 
In d eed , on e writer who saw th e New Orlean s 
lau n ched poin ted ou t th at in all ou r history n o 
American lin e-of-battle ship h as ev er m atched 
blows with a foreign battleship. In th e war of 
1812 it was th e cru isers an d gu n boats th a t saw 
action ; in th e Civ il War the fightin g was largely 
with gu n boats an d shore forts; in th e Span ish 
War the few American battlesh ips th a t let off 
th eir gu n s let them off again st cru isers; in th e 
World War the American warships h ad n oth in g 
bu t su bmarin es to fight. 
Bu t the qu eer part of it all is th at th is d oes n ot 
in the least mean th at bu ild in g these great w ar­ 
ships is a waste of time. A n av y th a t seld om 
fights can be qu ite as u sefu l as on e th at fights 
all the time. It is a form of in su ran ce; its mere 
ex isten ce prev en ts fights th at m ight occu r if it 
were small an d weak. 
The New Orlean s may n ev er fight. Ev en the 
least pacifist of citizen s probably hopes she n ev er 
will. Bu t she will serv e th e pu rpose for which we 
bu ilt h er ev en if she d oesn ’t. Simply becau se she 
ex ists, an d is afloat an d read y , she helps to d e­ 
fen d u s.

of the reasons why tax rates are 
high, he said. 
The Plainfield training school 
for b oys was estab lished ab out 
60 years ago, he said. At this 
place the delinquent b oy is given 
a training that will b etter fit 
him 
for 
society—a 
training 
which the home neglected to 
give. 
The state farm at Putnamville 
was b uilt in 1914, he stated, for 
the purpose of reducing the jail 
population. According to a sur­ 
vey then, 450 or 500 persons 
would b e the limit, and 
1,600 
acres sufficient in size. 
How­ 
ever, today, the state owns 2,400 
acres and leases ab out the same 
amount, and the institution is 
housing b etween 1,200 and 1,300 
prisoners. 
The Michigan City prison, a 
model for any state, was also 
describ ed 
b y Mr. Howard as 
having b een founded years ago 
and which is now overcrowded. 
The reformatory at Pendleton 
was b uilt ab out ten years ago, 
Mr. Howard stated, and there 
was much criticism at the time 
b ecause of the size of the insti­ 
tution and expense. It was b uilt 
to accommodate 1,200 men, and 
today there are 2,360 in the in­ 
stitution, which requires two to 
a cell, and a doub le serving of 
meals. 
One of the b ig prob lems, he 
stated, was finding job s within 
the prison for the overflow of 
prisoners. 
There is a growing 
need, he stated, that something 
should b e done to suppress the 
crime element. 
Pointing out that the prison 
population in Indiana has doub ­ 
led within the last 15 years, Mr. 
Howard declared that it is some­ 
thing to think ab out, when you 
b egin to wonder what will take 
place in the next 15 years. 
Men and b oys get into prison, 
he stated, b ecause they have 
failed to grasp an opportunity, 
and did not regard duties and 
ob ligations of a citizen. 
When a man is placed in jail 
today, Mr. Howard stated, he has 
created an economic prob lem. 
Many people are of the opinion 
that when a man is jailed, an
